And while the Inhabifants of the neighbou- 
F122 Places of the Towne were locked togctaer for the removall ofthe goods that could be gotten from amongſt the fire,and hindering, ſo faras in them lay, 
the ſpreadingofthe ſame : the Wind blowing fromthe North Eaſt, carricd ſuch ſparks of the flame,as kindled unexpeedly ſome houſes on the Welt fide \ « 
ofthe Salt-Mark«r, where the fire fo {pread,that itdidover-run all from houſe to houſe,and conſumed in ſome few houres what came in its way,not only hou- "9 8 
SY ſes, but goods alſo, bath of r1e Innabiwants of that freer, and of others likewiſe, who, when the fire began upon them, had brought to that place theſe of their 
. goods and moveables which were gotten ſafe fromthe firethat ficlt ſeiſed upon them. This fire, by the hand of God,was carried fo from the one {ide of thar 
ftreet tothe other, tht it was totally conſumed on beth ſides : and in it the faire,beſt, and moſt conſiderable Buildings inthe Towne,with all the ſhops and 
vw are- nouſes of the Metcbants which were therein; And from that ſtreet the flime was carried to the Tron gate, Gallow gate, and Bridge-ſtrect gate : In all 
w nica ftireets,1 gceat many of conſiderable Houſes and Baildings,with the beſt part of the moveables and commodities ofthe Inhabitants were burnt to aſhes. 
I''1is fad on penſition, from the hand of an angry GoJ, continucd neer eighteen houres, before the greativiolence of the fire began to abate.In this ſhort time 
a great number of thoſe who were wealthy betore, were extremely impoveriſhed, many Merchants and others almoſt ruined a very confidecable number of 
VV tIdowes, Orphans, and honeſt Families, were brought to extreme miſery ; the Dwellings of almaſt a thouſand Families were utterly conſumed, and many 
 +Of{ fe, who bad a large Patrtmony, and oftentimes had ben a ſhelter to others in their ſtraits, had not tkemſeive a place to cover their head, or knew where- 
Wit to provice bread for them and thei: Families, That which was preſerved from the violence of the fire, being caſt out inthe open ſtreet, ind by trequent 
| ; einov ings thereof from one place to another, and fromthzt to a third, and fiom 2 third place toa fourth, as the firc occaſioned, ſo that it was either taken a- 
way by ſtealth, which in fuck a confuſion was incvitable ; or in a great Part ſo ſpoiled, that it was made utterly unprofitable. 2 
Families, in great diſtreſſeand wants, had, till the Saturday at night,laine in the open fields,and divers oftkem were beginning to

| inthe North fice ofthe Tron gate, and continued burning vio'cntly till neare twelve a clock inthe forenoon. This new and (ad ſtroke,upon the back ofthe 

 otber,not only deſtroyed divers Dwelling houſes, 2n\ occationed the pulling down of many more;hut it ſorerrified the whole Inhabitants,rhat all carryed out 

-of taeir houſes wiat moveables they had, and took tremſelves againe for ſome nights tothe open fields : And in this feare,and removing of their goods from 

: their houſes tothe ftrects, and from the ſtreets to the fields, the loſle by ſtealing and ſpoiling of goods, was very great to all, and divers on whom the fire un- 
expcaedly ſeiſed, were aicogether ruined. 2 

As wedcfire to acknowledge the Juſtice ofthe Lord in this terrible ſtroke,having miniftred ſo much fewell to the fire of his indignation that burnes ſohot 

againſt the whole Land ; and to mourne under his heavy diſpleaſure,that his further wrath againft.us may in his Sou be averted : ſoarewe neceflitated carneſt- 

ly to intreat for charitable and timely ſupply from our Chriftian Brethren and Neighbours, whom we doe in all humility requeſt, if there be any conſolation 

in Chrile, ifany comfort of love, if any fellowſhipofthe Spirit, if any bowels and mercics, that they would tenderly lay to heart, and conſider the deſolate 

condition of the poor Inhabitants of this affli&ted City, and, with cheerfulnefle 2nd a willing mind, in due ſeaſon,caft ſomeof rheir ſeed upon theſe many wa- 

rers,for the refreſhment of us whoare ready to faint in this our languiſhing corditien. As God hath given every one ability,ſo we hope they will give : A

WW Hocas we have cen and peruſed a Recommendation from under the Hands of many perſons of Honour, andmoſt of 
them now in power,to this effect, that the people of the City of Glaſcow in Scotland,were by a lamentable Fire ( which hap- 
ned on the 17 day of Tune 1652) extreamly impoyeriſhed; infomuch, - that a thouſand families are undone thereby;all which appears 


not only by a printed Repreſentation of the fad condition, and humble defires ofthe people of the ſaid City, bur alſs by the Cer- 
tificate of Colonell Overton and Col. Blackmore, two ' fficers of the Army,vpho have been eye-witneffes of the ſad condition of 


the Inhabitants ofthat Towne, and of the ruines oi that place, by occaſion ofthe ſaid Fire. Now we whoſe names arc here under- 
written, commiſerating the ſad condition of the {aid Inhabitants, aad being ſenſible of their loſſes, and heavy ſuffertngs, doe hold 
our ſelves obliged (our of a Chriſtian duty ) ro. recommend themand their lamentable condition to the charitable benevelence of 
all Congregations,and particular Chriftians,whote hearts God ſhall diſpoſe to ſo piousa workas to confider the ſaid Inhabitants in 


this their day ofafflition,milery and poverty; and to call to mind thatgood and wholeſome rule, To doe to others in their necel- 
fities,as we would have others adminiſter to us in ours.
